TRAGEDY OF LOVE. 


A Girl Commits Suicide Because Re- 
jected by Her Lover. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

DANVILLE, N. Y., August 27.—The in- 
quest in the case of Miss Sarah Devenbecker, 
who committed suicide last week by taking 
morphine, shows that for some weeks past 
the girl had been disturbed in mind from 
jealousy of her lover, and fears of desertion. 
For over a year she had intimate with 
Frank Schubmehl, jr., and it was generally 
supposed that an engagement existed be- 
tween them. On Monday night last he called 
upon her at about 10. o’clock and remained 
until nearly midnight. He testifies that she 
asked him whether he intended to marry her, 
and that he repliedin the negative. She 
told him that he would be sorry for his de- 
cision, and bidding him good night, she went 
into the house. At about 2 o’¢lock 

HER CONDITION WAS DISCOVERED, 
and, despite every remedy, she died atil 
o’clock the same day. Two letters were read 
at the inquest which show that the act had 
been contemplated for some time. ‘The first 
reads as follews: 

‘Should I diejand not be able to see or speak 
to any one, I wish to have m¥piain gold ring 
left on the third finger of the left hand and 
my hair arranged the same way that I have 
worn it every day, tied with white ribbon. 
Should Frank be unkind to me between this 
day and then return the pen he gave to 
me 


WITH MY CURSB, 

and if there is any such thing as coming back 
to him I will do sv. I woutd like to be dressed 
a white.””’ The other, written on a scrap of 
paper, evidently just after taking the fatal 

rug, is as follows: “i have had joy and 
sorrow.

sick and heartsore and weary. Let me sleep, 
but deep, deep, never to waké more, I have 
gone mad, I love yuu, let me die.”

atabout 10 o clock. His wife came to him 
but not-in time for him to say anything to 
her. No cause is assigned for the deed. 
Col. Hoffman belonged to an old and wealthy 
family. He was in good circumstances 
himself and lived in the _ best style. 
He has been prominent as a Democrat for 
many years, and is well-known all over the 
State. He served two terms in the Assem- 
bly, in 1866 and 3880, and has frequently at- 
tended the State conventions from this dis- 
trict. } He raised a regiment here in’ the 
early part of the war, and at one time was in 
command of a brigade. He had made his 
will and had said to his wife ouce or twice 
recently that he had got tired of livirg, and 
that he would be better off if he was gone.

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THE “BLUE BOOK.” 


Salaries Paid by the Federal Gov 
ernment to Its Officials, 


What Foreign Ministers, Consuls-General, 
Cabinet Ministers, Admirals, Generals, 
Postmasters, Etc., Receive Per Annum.

WASHINGTON, August 25.—The Govern- 
ment “‘Blue Book,” which is always issued 
just before a new session of Congress comes 
in, is now being prepared and will be given 
to the public in a short time. It contaius, in 
each issue, the names of ail Government em- 
ployes, withthe date of their employment, 
the State of their birth, the State from which 
each was appointed, the salary each one gets, 
the name of the position he holds, and the 
location where he is employed. The “Blue 
Book” grows larger every year, or rather, 
every two years, for its publication is decen- 
nial. That of four years ago contained 
about 1,000 pages in its two volumes, that of

THE BOOK IS A CURIOUS STUDY. 


There is, as has thousands of times been 
told, a constant rush for Government posi- 
tions. People will go to almost any length to 
get a Government position. They come to 
Washington, and spend weeks and months, 
and even years here. They haunt public men 
and public places. They are willing to under 
go any humiliation or suffer any agony of ex- 
pense gr suspense to get a place. Failing in 
this they are willing to pay money for place. 
Often advertisements appear in the daily 
papers offering one hundred, two hundred, 
three hundred and even five hundred dollars 
to any one whe will procure them a Govern- 
ment appointment. Others offer a consider- 
able sum of money in hand, and a large per- 
centage of their salary so long as they hold 
the place. From this one would suppose 
that Government positions were perfect 
nanzas, so to speak, and that the salaries at- 
tached to them were princely in thelr pro- 
portions. A gentleman holding an jmpor- 
tant position in the Treasury was asking of 
your correspondent what a successsful news- 
paper correspondent might make in Washing- 
ton, and being informed in general terms, re- 
sponded with an air of surprise, “‘Why, that’s 
better than a Government position, isn’t it?’”’ 
That is a key to the general view of “Goy- 
ernment position” as entertained by three- 
fourths of the people of Washington, and by 
a large proportion of the peopie outside of 
the city and the Government service. 

In view of this general belief that the Gov- 
ernment employe isa prince, the study of 
the “Blue Book” is extremely interesting. 
The President, as everybody kuuws, gets 
$50,000 a year. Some people say that the 
presidents don’t save anythiaog out of their 
salaries. Thatis probably not true. There 
is no reason why they should not. They 
have not onty their euse. rent. furnished: 
free, bit the €Xpenses of the Witte House” 
are paid out of the public purse. 
appropriation for this especial purpose is 
made at every session of Congress. 

THE PRESIDENT 


certainly ought to save some money out of 


his salary, and probably does. Possibly a 
few of the foreign representatives of this 
Gqyernment save something out of their sal- 
arles, but probably not. Their expenses 
abroad are very heavy, and much is expect- 
ed of them, both socially and personally. 
The ministers at London, Paris, Berlin and 
St. Petersburg get $17,500 each; those at Vi- 
enna, Pekin, Rio de Janeiro, Yeddo, Rome. 
Mexico and Madrid get $12,000 a year each; 
those at Guatemala, Santiago and Lima $10,- 
000 each ;those to Venezuela, Turkey,Sw eden 
and Norway, the Netierlands, Hayti, the 
United States of Columbia, Belgium and the’ 
Argentine Republic, $7,500 each; the con- 
suls-general tu Rio de Janeiro, Paris, Lon- 
don and Havana $6,000 each; the Cabinet 
officers get $8,000 a year each, and don’t save 
a cent of it. ‘hey are really the most poor- 
ly paid men, considering what is expected 
of them, in the Government service. They 
are expected to entertain early and often, 
and on a grand scale, and instead of having 
everything furnished them as it is 
for the President, they Inust fur- 
nish it all themse.ves. The result 
is that none of them can save anything out 
of the $8,000a year which they are atlowed. 
The Cofiector of Customs at New York gets 
$12,000 a year and should be able to save 
something from it. ‘The Collectér at Boston 
gets $8,000 a year, so does that at Philadel- 
phia, and those at «New Orleans, San Fran- 
cixeo and Baitimore get $7,000. ‘The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue gets 36,000; 
the Generai of the Army and Admiral of the 
Navy $13,500 each: the Lieutenant-General 
of the Army $11,000; the Vice-Admirai of 
the Navy $9,u00;. the Rear Admirals $6,000 
each; Major-Generals $7,500 each, and Briga- 
dier-Generals $5,500. 
THE UICE-PRESIDENT 
of the United States gets $8,000 a year. Tne 
Sevators and Representatives aud the sten- 
ographers in Congress get $5,000 aptece, and 
and so do the Comptroller of the Currency, 
the first and second Comptrollers of the 
Treasury, and the Commanders jin the navy. 
A few Consuis-General, not over three or four, 
et $5,000 each, as do the interpreters at 
ekin and one or two other points. ‘I 
Postmaster at New York gets $8,000, 
And that ends the list of persons in the em- 
ploy of Government who receive anything 
more than a living salary. With two-thirds 
of these the amount they recgive is not more 
than they are expected to nd, aud not 
more than they do spend. A few of the 
heads of bureaus get $4,000 a year, and a few 
stmasters receive about the same; but of 
the whole 100,000 ofticehoiders not one in ten 
ets more than a bare living. In the blue 
ook there are columns upon columns of 
names with salaries ranging from $800 to $1,- 
800 a year. ‘Take, for instance, the office of 
Supervising Surgeon-General of the. Marine 
Hospital service, which is now intrusted 
with the task of protecting the whole coun- 
try from yellow fever and cholera. Its effi- 
cieut head gets a bare $4,000 a year, a small 
sum compared with the earnings of pihysi- 
cians in practice in large cities, while the re- 
mainder of the employes actually average 
jess than $100a month apiece. The average

foré is to concentrate the whole force of the 
Anti-Monopoly movement on that very point 
where our defensive works are strongest, 
while the points of réal dahiger are left un- 
guarded. 

Our laws of descent sufficiently provide 
for the progressive sub-division of landéd 
estates from generation to generation. We 
see that wherever a dense population makes 
land and its productions so valu- 
able as to justify any closer till- 
age the holdings become smalier. In- 
dividual Ownership is iidispensable to the 
improvement and highest cultivation of 
these estates, and so long as they are liable 
to be sold for debt or taxes and to be divided 
again and again among the ownei’s heirs, it 
is utter nonsense to call such ownership 
‘Jand monopoly.” Thé land system which 
Mr. GEORGE would substitute for this is 
nothing but the old communal system of 
Eastern Europé; which is the curse of 
Poland and Russ to-day. The lands be- 
longing to a commune, and dillotted year 
after year to different cultivators, in rota- 
tion, to avoid favoritism in the allotinenit, 
are invariably worn ont; and no attempt is 
made to kéep tp or improve their fertility. 
The tillers all live in a village, no one of 
them cultivates two years in succession any 
part of the land they hold in commoii; and 
each one’s interest in any particular piece of 
ground is limited to the year in which it is 
assigned to him for cultivation. Mr. 
GEORGE'S nationalization Of land would 
simply substitute village ownership in this 
country for the fidividuat ownership we now 
dave, or it would substitute a cumbr ous Sys- 
tem of Government leases for 1imited terms, 
and tending unavoidably to discourage all im- 
provement. No man will care for land like 
one who makes his home on it, and expects 
to leavé it; with ali the orchards and other 
improvements he ptits on it, 6 his widow 
and children, 

The only thing we have that threatens us 
| with a forin of land monopoly is our unwise 
grants of vist areas té corporations that 
never die, and bave no litirs. The state of 
law which permits such grants to be held 
free frotii all fakation till thd corporations or 
their mortgagees choose to sell them to indi- 
viduals, is abominable and pérnicious. But. 
legislation and the power of taxation can 
soon remedy that évit atid avert the danger 
with which it t reatens us. The monopo- 
lists will fight in legislatures and in 
courts, bht their attempt to fix the old miort- 
main blight upon this country earinot suc- 
ceed. Wecan defeat them without Adopt- 
ing Mr, Groxe#’s plan, Witch is now in fall 
operation in, the Indian ‘Territory, aud ts 
theré producing such stagnation in the midst 
rrOWhiding progress that hé wht ¢tattor 
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low been granted immunity?

STRANGE EXPERIENCE. 
A Doctor Whe Found Bimself Trans- 
ferred to a Pigmy World.

Dr. Tytnaan Santee, a resident of Luzerne 
County, who at present 1s visiting some 
friends at this tpee has had perhaps the 
nost remarkable experience on record. The 
Doctor isa man of medium size, about 30 
years of age, of great intelligence and un- 
doubted veracity.

SHETLAND PONIES. 


An Enterprise in Which a Wisconsin 
Man Thinks He Sees Money. 
From the Milwaukee Evening Wisconsin. 

L.. C. Merrick, at oné time a well-known 
tobacconist of this city, who has of late 
years devoted himself to stock breeding, has 
on his farm, opposite Gifford’s resort, au- 
kesha County, one of the most remarkable 
herds of Shetland ponies ever brought into 

he United States, The herd numbers'about 
ty, the little animais being all beautirully 
built aud in vigorous condition. They have 
been in their present quarters only about a 
month. They were selected and brought 
over irom the Shetland Islands b ax 
he og @ special representative of Mr. Mer- 

One of the little ponies, Jumbo by name, | 
is the smallest of his species ever imported 
into the United States, being tess in size 
than eveh the tiny pair of horses which Bar- 
hum secured to draw the carriage of Tom 
Thumb. Jumbo is 30 inches in height, and 
as fine a miniature model of a stallion as 
there-is in existence. Being from the isiand 
of Netland, Jumbo is properly a Netiand 
pony, Rot a Shetland. Alexander, « pure 
Shetland stallion, whichis in Mr. Merrick’s 
collection, is a handsome.and very valuable 
animal. The priees which Mr. 
cures for the miniature ponies average from 
$150 upward. He has refused an offer of 
$500 fur a matched pair of the best, When’ 


the ponies were brought from Scotland, a 
month or so ago, their shaggy hair was long | 


and tangied, and, to use the expression 
which was most frequently used concerning 
them, “they looked pretty rough.” | 


As notinfrequently the case with Euro-! 


pean immigrants, their residence in this 
country has done mueh to improve their ap- 
pearance. In the Shetland Islands it is the 
custom to herd the little animals after much 
the same fashion as cattle are herdedon our 
Western plains. That is to say, they are 
tutned loose and left to shift for themselves. 
The islands are almost barren of vegetation, 
and itis not wonderful that, according to 
popular belief, the only nutriment which the 
ponies ag@guire they get from sniffing the 
wind that blows from more bountiful climes. 
It will really be believed that when the 
ponies arrive here, fresh from such an un- 
cared-for-existence, they do not present an 
appearance remarkable for sleekness. The 
members of the Merrick herd, however, aft- 
er a month of careful grooming, have 
glossy coats, and look asif they miznat have
